The only question the voters of Geor- 
gia must decide Nov. 4 on the vicious 
unit Amendment No. 1 is whether they 
will surrender their rights to a free bal- 
lot to a small group of politicians who 
seek to strengthen and perpetuate their 
.own power over this state. 

The smoke-screen of arguments used 
by those who seek to persuade Georgians 
to vote away their political freedom has 
no relation to the facts—a determined 
effort by a small group who would set 
themselves up as final arbiters of our 
ballot, above and beyond the law and 
the courts. 

Bloc voting has nothing to do with 
it. The county unit system in the pri- 
mary has nothing to do with it. These 
are phony issues through which these 
determined men hope by appeals to 
prejudice to anaesthetize the electorate 
into surrendering their rights. 

They would set town against coun- 
try, farmer against urban _ resident, 
white against Negro. They would di- 
vide and rule, beclouding and obscuring 
the evil objective of this amendment. 
Their purpose is to render the Georgia 
electorate powerless. 

Amendment No. 1 provides that “the 
name of no person shall be placed on 
the general election ballots or tickets for 
said offices who was not nominated in a 
primary election” under the unit rule. 

So much for that. But what about 
the answers to these questions: 

Who controls party affairs? Who 
establishes the rules and regulations? 
Who establishes qualifications for candi- 
dates? Does the general public have a 
voice in party matters? Are party rules 
and regulations subject to court action? 

Georgia Laws 1949, pages 967-968, 
provide the answers: 


“Every candidate at such primary 
shall qualify by complying with the 
rules adopted by the STATE EXECU- 
TIVE COMMITTEE of the political party 
holding the primary. The... com- 
mittee of such party, under such rules 
and regulations as it may adopt, shall 
determine all questions relating to the 
qualifications of candidates for nomina- 
tions for officers to be voted for at such 
primary, including all questions as to 
eligibility of any such candidate to be- 
come a candidate or to serve in the of- 
fice he seeks, and the decisions of such 
executive committee with respect to any 
such question shall be final.” 


The State Executive Committee, 
dominated by the governor, thus makes 
the rules and decides whether a candi- 
date is qualified to run. : 

Reading further, we find: 


— 


“When any such political paly shall 
hold a primary or shall nominate\candi- 
dates for any office to be filled at an 
election by the people of the state, the 
chairman and secretary of the State 
Executive Committee of such party shall 
certify the names ‘of the nominees of the 


party to the Secretary of State within | 


the time provided by law and such cer- 
tificate shall be conclusive of the right 
of the nominees to have their names 
placed on the official ballot at the gen- 
eral election as the nominees of such 
party.” 


After the primary, two people thus 
have the power to decide who is the 
nominee selected by the people. If the 
people’s vote disagrees with their opin- 
ion, what would happen? Let’s read 
further: 


“Nothing contained in this act shall 
be construed to deprive the courts of 
this state of jurisdiction in quo war- 
ranto proceedings, except as such juris- 
diction is already limited by law or of 
jurisdiction to enforce the Act approved 
March 27, 1941, known as the recount 
law ..., but the courts shall not other- 
wise interfere in the election of such 
officers.” 


In other words, the only recourse left 
te the people to vote for whom they 
please is the still-free general election. 
Approval of Amendment No. 1 on Nov. 
4 would be to surrender the right of 
selection of public officials for whom we 
are to vote to the executive committee 
of a political party now dominated by 
one faction.

Enforcement Trails 


The Traffic Flow 


To the traffic analysts the yardstick 
of safety is the “enforcement index.” 
The enforcement index is the figure that 
represents the number of court convic- 
tions im proportion to the number of 
traffie accidents involving injury and/or 
death. 

When the Georgia State Patrol re- 
ports an enforcement index of 1.4 for 
the state, the picture is a dark one. The 
safety specialists say the index for rural 
areas should be 15 or 20. 

Clearly, we are not getting the kind 


of traffic law enforcement that we need. 
It hardly requires an enforcement in- 
dex to convince us. The evidence has 
been there all along, the index figure 
clinches it. 

The courts are away behind the State 
Patrol and the patrol itself is under- 
manned. 

There are five motor vehicles on the 
road today for every three there six 
years ago. The_traffic problem has 
slioped up on us. We are just now be- 
ginning to recognize its immensity. 

By now it must be obvious to all 
that if we are to cope with it, we must 
increase the size and efficiency of our 
State Patrol and we must streamline 
court procedure so that it can keep pace 
with the traffic violation case load.

answer back, even if vaguely, on issues in 
defense of himself and his ‘‘crusade.”’ 


Putting the general on the defensive was, 
itself, an achievement and a gain, &s Demo- 
crats see it. It shook the pedestal on which, 
despite everything that has.happened in the 
campaign, the general still has a lodging in 
the minds of so many people. That is the 
source of the greatest frustration to Demo- 
crats as thé campaign has developed. 


It is hard to battle a war-hero legend, espe- 
cially since many Democrats helped to build 
it up, including President Truman himself, 


The general had another asset at the out- 
set. This was his former independence of, 
and aloofness from, party politics. That 
was a chief factor in his nomination.

The county unit amendment—No. 1 on the 
ballot—says that no candidate for a state 
office can appear on the general election 
ballot unless he has been nominated in a 
primary under the county unit system. 

Simple, isn’t it? But not as simple as it 
sounds. 

Amendment No. 1 means that a second 
party, to get on the general election ballot, 
would have to hold 159 primaries, one in 
each of Georgia’s 159 counties. No party 
just getting started in Georgia would be 
strong enough to do that. Such a party 
would have to begin by nominating its can- 
didates in state conventions. 

Amendment No. 1 means that no inde- 
pendent candidate could get on the ballot, 
since to do so he would have to stage those 
same 159 primaries. 

Amendment No. 1 means that even the 
courts could have no say-so about who ap- 


‘ peared on the general election ballot. A 


recent state law says that a few party offi- 
cials can dictate who shall be allowed to 
run in a primary, and then who has been 
elected in that primary—and that no court 
can do anything about it! 

Amendment No. 1 means that Georgians 
would no longer be allowed to cast a write- 
in vote for the candidate of their choice. 

In short, Amendment No. 1 means that 
no candidate could be nominated by repre- 
sentative, democratic means.

Although the English are using machinery 
on the farms, much of the labor is still by 
hand, the handling of hay, for example, by 
pitchfork and muscle and not by a hydraulic 
loader. 

The farm youth 


organizations are not 
very active in the summer because the boys 
and girls are needed to help the fields 
and in the dairies. The farms are electri- 
fied except in the remote hill regions and 
even there many of them have their own 
power plants, a generator hooked to a swift 
stream. 

The English were highly hospitable to 
the visiting exchange farmers, Billy Howard 
said. The young people don’t discuss inter- 
national problems or foreign affairs any 
more than ours do. ‘‘The English girls are 
nice,”’ the FFA lad summarized, but he 
carried his heart back to Georgia with him. 

He disappointed the folks across the sea 
in one respect. He didn’t chew gum con- 
stantly as the British have the idea that 
Americans do. He is glad he didn’t carry 
any gum with him, for he says, caught once 
chewing a piece, he would have been cited 
as the typical and horrible example. 

The Englishman’s preconceived notion of 
an American is illustrated by this anéc- 
dote which Billy Howard brought home: 

When a tall exchangeite from Tennessee 
arrived at an English farm home, the chil 
dren across the road _ rushed into their 
mother and said, ‘“‘There is a stranger next 
door and he is an American!’’

Dr. Andrews said about 2,000,000 


communicable disease cases are 
reported each year. He added that 
economic losses to industry—due 
to disease-caused absenteeism 
have reached $2,250,000,000 a vear. 

Addressing nearly 300 persons 
at the Academy of Medicine, Dr. 
Andrews said the day when im- 
portant infectious diseases will be 
eliminated is still far off — but 
‘would be hastened by construc- 
tion of the proposed $12,000,000 
CDC building in Atlanta.’’ 

Dr. Andrews said it now seems 
“likely” that scientists may effect 
drastic reductions, if not elimina- 
tion, of polio, tuberculosis and ve- 
rnereal diseases.

While he dwelt fully with “he 
tidelands oil issue, Eisenhower 
made only a short statement on

He gave no details as to how 
he might accomplish-this goal nor 
did he say whether federal legis- 
lation would be required. Steven- 
son, speaking here last Friday 
night, declared his suppprt of the 
Democratic platform pledges on 
minority rights. 

While he spoke directly to Loui- 
siana residents, Eisenhower also

“MORE POWER, MONEY” 
“The policy of the Washington 
powermongers is a political grab,” 
he said. ‘‘I wonder how far a con- 
sistent pursuit of this policy would 
take us.

Tax in ’72

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—?'—Abraham Lincoln’s son 
got a $3,555.24 income tax refund the Treasury decided was 


illegally deducted from the War Between the States Presi- - 


dent’s federal salary. 

Robert Todd _ Lincoln 
the money in 1872, 
after his father was assassinated, 
when the secretary of the Treas- 
ury ruled it unconstitutional to col- 
lect an income tax from the na- 
tion’s president or from justices of 
the Supreme Court. That ruling, 
however, was reversed in 1932. 

Records in the old case were 
made available to newsmen today 
in response to queries. 


NOT ALL REFUNDED 

Not all the taxes paid by Lincoln 
were refunded because Lincoln 
was taxed on ‘‘outside income,’ 
internal revenue records show. 

Lincoln never made a claim for 
a refund. The claim was filed by 
David Davis of Washington, ad- 
ministrator of Lincoln's estate. 

When Davis received the govern- 
ment's check for $3,555.94 of April 
27. 1872. he endorsed it to the ac- 
count of Robert T. Lincoln in a 
Washington bank.

coln paid $3,385.09 taxes from his 
salary of $25.000 a year from 
March, 1861. until he died on April 
15, 1865. 


ALL BUT $29.15 

Lincoln's estate got back all ex- 
cept $29.15. That was the amount 
of taxes Lincoln paid on $1,185 of 
“income outside his salary’ in 
1863. The records did not indicate 
what the outside income was. 

The records show that income 
taxes and the method of collecting 
them by withholding from pay- 
checks, are nothing new. 

Congress levied a 1'2 per cent 
income tax in 1861. But with Civil 
War expenses bearing down heavi- 
lv on the North after four years of 


$600 personal deduction. Also as 
come tax return, even though the 
tax had been withheld. 

Lincoln’s estate got the refund 
because Secretary of the Treasury 
George L. Boutwell decided on 
April 1, 1872, that taxing the salary 
of the President, or of Supreme 
Court justices, unconstitutionally 
reduced the salary of the president 
or of the justices while they are in 
‘office.

That in union lies strength is 
as true in raising children as in 
government. In fact, the united 
front is one of the fundamental 
rules of the happy home and the 
happy child. 

Everyone has seen two broth- 
ers or sisters who are home seem 
ready to scratch each other's 
eyes out at the slightest provo- 
cation. They fight over toys, 
food, clothes,’ precedence, or 
nothing.

The slight- 
est dissent by Mummy, say, from 
a ruling made by Daddy and, 
bing, as enormous crack is made 
(and pounced into at once by 
little Willy) in the armor of par- 
ental control. 


ACT AS ONE 

On all matters pertaining to 
children parents have to act as 
one. Mummy makes a ruling. 


Willy appeals to Daddy. For the 
peace and good of all concerned, 
Daddy cannot afford to overrule, 
no matter how much he would 
like to, no matter how much he 
thinks he should. He can, in pri- 
vate, persuade the old battle ax 
to soften up and relent and ac- 
cede, if he wants to, but the 
person who made the original 
ruling .must be the person to 
change it. 

Otherwise your home will nev- 
er have stability, order, or true 
discipline, all of which children 
really like. They like a firm foot- 
ing.

Mummy says no. Daddy, he 
knows, is an easy touch, so on 
the shy he appeals to him.

NO APPEAL 


Mummy can do what on the. 


surface seems the sweet thing 
and say, “‘O, that’s different. Run 
along then.’

The latter is what she should 
do. The father should say, ‘‘O, I 
didn’t know.
